Cosgrave and Mulcahy, who have taken the places of the 
dead Griffith and the ambushed Collins, are having their sorrow­ 
ful hours of decision. 
Reprisals are ugly things, but the Free 
>tate holds that it has no choice in this bloody business that has 
been forced upon it. 
It must govern or go. Every man in its 
Parliament, every soldier in the national uniform, every official 
of the Free State, is now a target for the gunman’s bullet or 
the assassin’s knife. 
The ancient bitterness of O dt against Anglo-Saxon has 
been replaced by a new hate between Irishman and Irishman. The 
end of that hatred no man may foresee. There was never more 
than a shadowy chance that Ulster would throw in her fortunes 
with the Free State. 
Had Griffith and Collins lived, had peace 
come quickly in South Ireland and the “die-hards” of DeValera 
been quieted last summer, Ulster might some day have listened 
to Dublin’s plea for a united Ireland.

months has confirmed the Ulster fears and the Ulster dreads.

The taking over, widening and deepening of the East Coast 
canal from Jacksonville to Miami by the government, which we 
have reason to believe is being favorably considered, will mean 
great things not only to the East Coast, but to all florida.
